were withdrawn. It is now intimated 
that the new price list will show a 
substantial advance, and it is also re- 
ported that the American Tin Plate 
company is about to make an advance 
in tin plate prices. 
' 


It is probable that Edwin Norton will ' 


be president of the new company and : 
that \V. H. and J. H. Moore will b* • 
members of the board of directors. It 
Is further said that the American Tin 
Plate company will have representa- 
tives on the new board. 


An interesting feature of the con- 


solidation, it is understood, is that all 
the vendors have signed an agreement 
not to engage in the manufacture of 
tin cans within 1,500 miles of Chi- 
cago for a period of 15 years. 


It is known that subscribers to the 


underwriting syndicate, so-called, re- 
ceived 100 shares each of preferred and 
common stock for every $10.000 cash 
paid in. The vendors were asked to 
name their respective prices on a cash 
basis, then later were 
offered 
the 


choice of receiving cash or preferred 
stock to an equal amount of the cash 
price, with a bonus of common stock 
to the same amount. It is understood 
that 75 per cent or more 01 the ven- 
dors took stock. 


Judging from the manner in which 


the American Tin Plate company, and. 
In fact, the new industrials generally 
have been financed, there is reason to 
• 


assume that the organizers of the new 
company win receive a large amount 
of stock as commission for their ser- 
vices.

grasshopper, but I have seen 


eat the dried ones by the pocket- 


on the street or in company at 


«n.tertainments. and by the dishful at 
the table at their homes. Your corre- 
spondent has tried the prepared gr£.ss- 
iopper, and has experienced no sen- 
t>ns result. 
The hopper is first so 


''thoroughly dried out in the heat of 
tQae sun or in the bake oven that there 
*s nothing left that is really objection- 
able, and a nice, crispy article of food 
results. This tastes sweet of itself, 
•and something like ginger snaps. The 
"natives usually sweeten the grasshop- 
pers more by using a sprinkling of 
"brown sugar. Then the confectioners 
-make up grasshopper with sugar. 
• chocolate trimmings and colored cand- 
ies in such a way that a nice tasting 
jpiece of confectionery is obtained. 


The housewife of the Philippines 


cakes considerable delight in placing 
"before you a nice grasshopper pie or 
cake. The grasshopper pie is the most 
•^ronderful dish, as the big hoppers are 
prepared in such a way that they do 
not lose their form or any of their 
parts. Care is taken to keep the grass- 
hoppers intact, and they are artistical- 
ly arranged on the top crust of the 
•pie. while on the interior are some 
of the broken hoppers mixed with 
special foods. The grasshopper cake 
lias the grasshoppers sprinkled through 
it, and resembles plum or raisin cake. 


In some sections of the islands the 


Datives grind the crispy hoppers into 
a. fine powder, and this powder is used 
for making articles of food, and in 
seme places it is reduced to liquid 
form and taken as an article of drink. 


Another article of food which is rel- 


ished by the nam es is procured by col- 
l^ecting large quantities of moths from 
£he rocks of the mountainous regions. 
la several spots in the mountains in 
Panay and other islands of the south- 
ern portion of the Philippine group I 
saw moths existing so thickly in the 
Tocky tissues that they could be 
'scraped off into buckets by the quart. 
'The rnoths seemed to mass in the crev- 
ices and there hang. One could get a 
'barrel of the moths in a very short 
while.

GOTHAM'S BIG SUBWAY 


MOST 
STUPENDOUS 
ARTERY 
OF 


RAPID TRANSIT IN THE WORLD. 


"Work lieicx Pushed on the 


Sjitei5i-.Owiied by tl»e Municipality— 
Twenty-one Miles in TLtagtti— Its 
Total Cost is *35,OOO,OOO. 
A great hole is being bored under 
tie crust of Manhattan Island. This 
elongated cellar almost bisects the 
narrow, waierherumer' island, aad 
when completed is to be the; greatest 
artery cf rapid transit in America—in 
the world. 


This subterranean roadway, or that 


part now actually under construction. 
•will be just short of twenty-one miles 
in length—to be exact, 109,750 feet. Its 
total cost TV ill be $35,000,000. aad the 
contract calls for its completion for a 
good part of the distance in three 
years. "With a silver shovel and much 
pomp ilaj-or Van TTyc-k broke ground 
for this undertaking ilarch 24. 1900. 


An extension of ihe system above 


described is beiag considered, so that 
a branch of this transit artery \viil dip 
under the East River and connect 
Brooklyn with ;Xew Ycrk City proper. 
This extension, the contract for Tviiieb 
is to be let in a few months. Trill cost 
in addition §0,000,000 or more. 
The 


Brooklyn extension will remove the 
tremendous crush of humanity that 
now passes twice a clay across the 
Brooklyn bridjre. 
The contemplated 


improvement with new bridges now 
under contract or in course of erec- 
tion, and with other projected tunnels, 
will bring the total cost of proposed 
rapid-transit construction in Greater 
New York far above the $100,000.000 
mark. 


The average cost per raile of the 


main rapid-transit tunnel will be. in 
round numbers, $1.700.000. 
Yet this 


must not be taken literally, for in the 
rock sections the cost will be as high 
BS S3.000.QOO a mile, and in one place 
near the northern end of the island, 
where the tunnel emerges from the 
Harlem hills, aa elevated structure is 
to ba built for about ten blocks until 
the hill on the other side of Manhat- 
tan valley is encountered and the tun- 
nel is resumed. This elevated struc- 
ture will cost much under Sl.000,000 a 
mile. 


New York's costly tunnel is being 


built by the municipality, bonds being 
floated for the purpose. On comple- 
tion it will be operated by a company, 
which will pay the city a certain 
amount 
of 
its gross receipts, the 


amount to be determined later. 


For twenty j'ears the agitation for 


some permanent practical solution of 
the transportation question in New 
York has been continued incessantly. 
Because of the congested condition of 
the overbuilt little island on which 
New Yorkers do their business, but 
which has no room in which they may 
live, there Las been a tremendous exo- 
dus in all directions, but particularly 
northward to the suburbs just across 
the Harlern River frcin the city prop- 
er. To-day it takes these New York- 
ers a full hour, on the average, to get 
from their homes to their places of 
business. 
The 
underground 
road 


promises to whisk humanity from one 
end of the island to the other in just 
fifteen minutes, and special plans have 
been made to keep this promise. 


The present tunnel starts at the 


City Kail, near the southern cud of 
Manhattan Island. It -will bore north- 
ward in a fairly direct manner, strik- 
ing Broadway at Forty-second street 
and burrowing beneath that thorough- 
fare to 109th street, where the main 
tunnel ends and two branches begin. 
One of these swings to the cast and 
terminates at Bronx Park; ths other, 
continuing along the Hudson Hiver, 
finds its terminal in the annexed vil- 
lage of Kingsbriage. Thus the road 
is really s. letter Y -with an abnor- 
mally long stem and two short 
branches. 
Y.*hen the Brooklyn exten- 


sion is added the stein is to be ex- 
tended from the City Hall to the Bat- 
tery—the extreme southern point of the 
island. 
; 


From the City Hall to Ninety-sev- 


enth street there are to be four tracks. 
Two of these will be reserved for local 
trains, stopping at all stations, ar:**^ 
the other two will carry express trains 
through withouz a pause. 
In the ; 


branch tunnels there "will be but two 
i 


tracks. Electricity will be the dorai- ] 
nant force in the completed tunnel. It \ 
will move the trains, light the white-: 
sided, smooth-bored right of way aad 
hear and light the cars and stations. 


The contract was awarded to John 


B- McDonald, his bid of §35.000,000 
being tlie lowest submitted. The eon- 
tract was signed February '25. and ac- 
tual construction begun on March 2G. 
Much of the time since then has beer, 
occupied la the preliminary work of 
removing sewers and water and gas 
ma IDS. 
Now the work is fairly oa. 


and Contractor McDonald is satisfied 
with the progress that is being made. 


Mr. McDonald estimates that em- 


ployment will be furnished, when the 
.work is at its height, for 10,000 labor- 
ers, and that these men will get in 
wages a total of §16,000,000. Ke ex- 
pects to take out of this '-hole in the 
ground," as he calls it, 2,000,000 dump- 
cart loads of earth and to put into it 
65,000 tons of steel beams, 20.000 cu- 
bic yards of brick and 500,000 lineal 
feet of track. Most of the construc- 
tion work Tvill be done by tearing up 


the surface of the street, though the 
contractor in each section is prohibit- 
ed from having more than 400 feet of 
street torn up at a time. In some of 
the streets, however, the traffic is so 
great that the tunneling will be ell 
done beneath the surface, the cllrt 
being literally mined out and removed 
through shafts to the street surface 
and carted away.

The Manhat- 
tan elevated, loag dominated by the 
ultra-conservative policy of Russell 
Sage, is relegating steim as a motive 
r>ower and installing the third-rail elec- 
tric system.

controlled absolutely by the \Videner- 
Whiiney-Elkins syndicate, are more 
generous with their transfers, and are 
constantly developing new and more 
direct lines by which they may accom- 
modate their pairon?. 


New York, though frightfully con- 


gested and greatly hampered for trans- 
portation, fought overhead trolleys 
for years and was victorious. 
The 


system of cars with uiMlersrroim'.l trol- 
leys is strikingly successful no'.v. but 
the problem of quick, satisfactory, 
safe transit will be solved caiy v.-Iien 
the underground railroad is in oyera- 
ticn.—Chicago Keoard.

triaclr Habit of Gatlierinjr Around Auj 


Article That 5Iay Bo Drifting. 


The Prince of Monaco, in his recen* 


lecture before the Soyal Geographical 
Society, said that in his oceanic re- 
searches he has often observed the 
dbrios-ty with which marine animals 
of nil sorts regard any Coating: or drift- 
ing object that may attract their at- 
tention. He has noticed this peculiari- 
ty in every kind of sea life. Even tur- 
tles, whose brains are very poor, as 
well as large cetaceans, whose intelli- 
gence is relatively high, seem equally 
fascinated by a buoy or even a ship. 
Any kind of apparatus brought up 
from the depths, even a cable end. is 
often accompanied by a single fish or 
a shoal of fishes, which become hope- 
lessly confused when the object dis- 
appears out of the water. 


The Prince thinks that 
seafarers 


should bear this fact in mind and that 
nil ship's boats should carry a har- 
poon and lines or other tackle for keep- 
ins: up a supply of provisions. Furth- 
ermore, an abundant fauna inhabits 
the surface waters of the sea both 
day and night. 
Many shipwrecked 


persons who have died of hunger after 
days of wandering in their boats be 
believes- might have been saved if they, 
had known this fact ana possessed the 
simple means of procuring some scraps 
of this fauna. 
Tunnies, which are 


among the largest of food fishes and 
inhabit the high seas, though 
they 


often visit the coast in shoals, may be 
caught with a line carrying c. rough 
artificial bait. Floating spars, casks, 
driftwood and the like attract shoals 
of fish, especially where they have be- 
come well covered -with attached or- 
ganisms. 
The Prince said he had 


caught fifty Polyprion eernfum. -weigh- 
ing 30S pounds, from a shoal in less 
than half an bour. and tho spar they 
were following might have served a 
shipwrecked crew as larder for a week.

The Caribbean seal, which was one 


of the first American animals seen by 
the sailors of Columbus, is rapidly be- 
coming extinct, and it is estimated 
that less than 100 or tha species are 
now living. This seal is of considera- 
ble size, and formerly was frequently 
encountered along the Atlantic coast, 
but it was always one of the least 
known of the North American mam- 
mals, and was uot accurately described 
until 1SS4. It is now appareatly re- 
stricted to the Gulf of Carnpeche, ef! 
Mexico, and is a slow and turpid ani- 
mal, 
which does not offer any resist- 


ance when attacked. 
The extinction 


of the species has been largely due tc 
the fact that these seals have been 
killed for the manufacture of lubricat- 
ing oiL
